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AG-TOWN DIVIDED 

A group meant to bring Germantown 
resdents together isdriving them apart.

G ermantown is haunted — not by spirits, but by the specter of 
yearsofinsider politics, manipu Istion and division that final- 
ly culminated in 2010 in the dismantling of the Germantown 
Settlement coimnunib' development corporation. 

Under the leadership of Emanuel EVeeman, whom his own accoun- 
tant later likened to dictator Robert Mugabe, the housing and sodal 
service agencydefaulted (m millions in bank and government Irems, 
had $2 Trihin n in tax bens placed against it, and wasfoimd to be mis- 
sing or misappropriating $1 million. The agency left the community 
in the dark about its plans, let prized properties in Germantown fall 
into disrepair, and became the target of a federal probe. 

Despite all this, the organization continued to receive help land 
Freeman continued to drive a Mercedes-Benz), including mil- 
lions more in public funds, largely thanks to pobtid ana sudi as 
Councilwoman Donna Reed Millerand former Mayor John Street. 
Finally, though, at tlie end of 20 10. a bankruptcy judge ordered the 
agency shutdown, adding that letting Freeman continue about his 
business would be like leaving a fax in a hen house.' 

Vilified as Freeman became to much of Germantown, residents 
also blamed themselves for being too fractured as a community: In 
meetings duiingthe past few years, they vowed to band together 


and fight off tnathless developers in the future. Germantown 
Settlement’send seemed to be the start of the community's rebirth. 
But now, a controversial development plan is threatening to 
urtravel that unity — and, some sey.causing the community to 
make the same old mistakes that landed it in the Germantown 
Settlement mess. 

Achieving unity in Germantown is inherently difficult. In a di- 
verse dty, the urea is uniquely diveiee: *It's so diverse that I almost 
liken it to America" itself, says community member Mabk Boyd. 
But more than two years ago, in the wake of the Germantown 
Settlement revelations.

Last month, members of Congress from New York, Maryland and 
Massachusetts demanded an investigation of the natural 
gas industry following aNeioYort ZYmes report uncovering evi- 
dence that drillers are inflating projected reserves. So what were 
f^rmsylvania’s elected officials doing? 

Three western F^nnsylvania congressmen wre writing a letter 
tn President Barack Obama asking for more drifing with less 
oversight in the Marcellirs Shale. 

While ncrt joining the call for more drilling, Phillis represen- 
tatives have been far less active then New York’s in defending 
the city's drinking water supply, whidi drilling upriver 
could endanger. 

Rep.Allyson Schwartz’s spokesperson wrote that the Delaware 
River Basin Commission 'has yetto determine howto pro- 
ceed ...currently, there are no threats from hydrofracking to the 
Philadelphia watersupply.*

IbwitiMore than one-third of young adiitsiB to29 has 
feelings of distrust of their neighbors (34.5 percent). More 
than half of black young adults (53.1 percent) and Latino young 
adults (51.2 percentihave feelings of distrust ofthdrneighbors, 
compared with a thiid of Asian young adults (33.7 percent) and 
nearly a quarter of white young adults (22.5 percent). 

That’s a lot ofsuspicion floating around out there in the five- 
county region surveyed last year Or is it? Alas, when asked if 
there were any comparable statistics from other areas. 
PHMC’s Nicole Oreisbuch responded that she knew of none. 

Charles C.Branas, associate professorofepidemiologyatPenn, 
is working on a study that measures exposure to violence in Philly 
based on where people spend their time. 'The social and 
physical attributes of communities have profound im[dications for 
health,''he and co-author Douglas J.Wie be write. High levels of 
neighborly distrust would seem to be right i 4 > his alley. 

“This is ret- 
evait to our research but I don’t have a lot to add. One thing to 
consider is that distrust maybe aflects poor health but also that 
poor health maybe affects distrust."

Long-Term Frozen Assets 

Bassetts’ frequently peachy, sometimes rocky road to its 150th birthday.

When the Bassett &niily first b^en 
selling ice (Teain in Philadelphia, 
Abnihani Lincoln was president. 

“There are only two ice cream 
makers in this countiy diatdate 
back to the 1800s and arestiD run 
by the same families,'' says Ellen 
Brown, who surveyed creamerios around the country for 
her new book. Scoop, “One is Greeter's of Cindnnati.The 
other is Bassetts — and Bassetts is older.” 

The company might have been firet on the local ice 
cream scene — showing up the year the Civil War stajted 
— but that didn't last long. By the turn of the last centuiy, 
Philadelphia was the ice cream capital of America, with

Philly-style vanilla with specks of vanilla bean. It car^ 
lies on with old-fashioned flavors like rum raisin, egg nog 
and Champagne (sorbet). Their ReadingTerminal stand 
didn't offcreones until 1970, 66 yeare after their invention. 
Sundaes came on permanently in theeariy'90s. but cur- 
rently accnuntfbr less than 10 percentofsales to Bassetts' 
consumere, clearly a tradition-loving bunch. Banana spftits 


have never been an option and likely never will be. 

What accounts for this longevity? Sim|dy put, it’s all 
in the cold stuff. Bassetts stands out because it “contin- 
ues the tradition of quality ice-aeam-making that once 
distinguished Philadelphia." according to Brown. That 
quality carries through to “every single ingredient , The 
cherries in their cherry vanilla, for instance, are big, 
super-ripe and delicious.” 

James Beard Award-winning GQirod critic and former 
Philadelphia resident Alan Richmanonce called Bassetts 
“iheanly commerdal icecream worth eating.”“l still think 
ilia wonderful,~he enthuses, “up there omongthebest 
foods you can get in Philly."

An impetuous playwright takes a raPical 
approach to independent Phiiiy theater.

J ohn Rosenberg nervously peelu blue gaff tape ofTthe floor 
of the Papermill Theater, but hie gaze never strays from 
the action in (TDntorhim.On stage. Sebastian Cummings 
recites a crucial monotogue in Rosenberg’s latest play.Quce/i of 
All Weapons. The character has been pushed to the brink, feeling 
the blows of a crushing indignity. 

Rosenberg’s borfyconvulses with each deticaCe transition in the (Est. 
A moment later, apiece of tape flies through the air. hitting 
Cummings in the leg. The actor pauses briefly to look at the wad 
at his feet, but tbeu launches in tn the remainder of his monologue 
with a new sense of purpose and fiiry. 

The tactic was impulsive and crude — but effective. And ttiat, 
you might say. is this writer/director’s mimtrii in both theater and 
life: impulsive and crude — but, above alL effective. 

Rosenbeig's hemes, such as John Cassavetes and Charles 
Bukowski, turned crass impudence into sublime poetty tend 
fought tooth and nail to get their voices heard). It’s a style 
Rosenberg emulated in San Francisco, where heco-founded 
SIeepwalkersTheatre,aBayArea indie forerunner.

Sleepwalkers co-founder, “He doesn’t put on airs, even though he is 
a highly skilled writer.

Butindependenttheaterisadifferent gamein Philiy, where 
even the smallest companies often model themselves on regional 
theaters, put a greater emphasis on production values and strictly 
follow Equity rules (read: no throwing gaff tape at actors). 

Philadelphia is a more conservative artisticcommunity than San 
Francisco, but Rosenberg is hoping we're ready for a new, raw, from- 
the-gut ind^iendent voice. 

“Self-producing just always 
made more sense to me,’’ says 
Rosenberg, sitting on the edge 
of achair just outside the 
rehearsaL"! don't think I could 
doit the other way: I mean , 
you're supposed to write scripts 
and send them out and hope somebody you’ve never met will pro- 
duce yoursh it? Unless your shit’s incredible, you just become a 
bitter dick.* 

Since londingin Philiy a little overayearanda half ago, 
Rosenberg has been working at breakneck pace. A friend gave 
him space in an old paper mill near Kensington and Lehigh, and 
he has already converted the lower level into a 30-seat theater.

L ikerestauraiits, olives require work. You can’t just pick a 

teeny aibequina ora chubby cerignola oS'a tree and cbompit 
like aripegrapeorkumquat. Olives, one of the most widely 
ciUtivatEd o-ops in the world, make their admirers, however indi- 
rectfy.pay for their affection. FVom the chichi 
pichoknesof Di Bruno’s and Garces Tmding Co. 
and the wrinkly gaetas sold by the plastic cup 
in smelly Italian delis to the pimento-stuffed 
orbs wondering what'll kill them first, the Grey 
Goose or die businessman’s molars, all but a few 
varieties ofolives must be cured or fermented before eating. Unlike 
slut^ peaches and apples, the olive isafruityouneed to woo. 

Al Zaytouna. theTuniaia-inspired month-ond-a -half-old BYO 
on a block better known for stuffed French toast than kebabs, is 
named after the ancient centerfor Islamic learning in the North 
African country’s capital of Tunis. But the literal Arabic transla- 
tion is ‘the olive." and this trim 30-seater is notunlike the fruit in 


its raw form. Though it’s gotploity cdgo-tn potential — aside fiom 
Bitar's, Mideast options are locking in South Hi illy — Al Zaytnuna 
hasn'tquite finished curing. 

Owner KoubeilBenoyed grew up in Tunis, about 10 minutes 
from the resort town ofSidi Bou Said, where hisfatherran (and 
brother currently runs) a Mediterranean restaurant. When 
Benayed landed inPhilty in 1995, he brought with him firsthand 
experience he parlayed into front- and back-of-the-house turns at 
Bistro St. Tropez, LaTerrasse and Brasserie Perrier before riding 
solo on the old Mew Gallery space Al Zaytouna now occupies. 

Benayed has transftinned the aitsy-craftsy emporio, now 
decluttered of peacodc-fratherearrings and recycled-paper birthday 
cards. The only clue you’re in the same place are the sidewalk lin- 
gerers, just in view outside, waiting for a table at Sabrina’s. Where 
the handiwork oflocalartistsonce lined the hardwood-[dank walls, 
now hang tourist-bureau posters of Sidi Bou Said, its whitewashed 
beach homes makingitlooklike anappeal- 
■--..aE ^OD AND^ ing honeymoon destination. With the heat 

aitihn-T hangingintherestaurantlikewetlaimdry, 
-,-£.-,,1 - , — labnostfelt like I was there. 

ChefNoomenAbed, a longtime veteran 
of Alyan’s on South Street (and fellowTunisian), cooks everything 
in the skinny open kitchen just inside die front door. That's got 
something to do with the heat — so docs the door, propped open to 
catdi an imaginary Philiy summer breeze. Walking inside, you can 
feel the radiant warmth asAbedgriUsvarious meats over glowing 
coals and carves others from a rotating shawarma spit. 

Al Zayouna’s open kitchen is nice, and so is the welcoming,

flung-open door. But sweating into your hummus isn't. 
Not when the hummus, smoothed in Tunisian fiishion 
with lots aTtahina, is this soothing It’s extra lemony, 
which is how I like my hummus, as weQ my Diet Coke. 

I dragged each point of warm pita — Benayedgets it 
&am a Middle Eastern bakery in Whitehall Tbwnship 
— through the well ofolive oil like a kid at the beach dig- 
ging for sand (Tabs, Baiayed says his primary business 
is takeout and delivery; I certainly would be happy if his 
hummus showed up atmy door. 

While <any-out business booms — during our interview, 
I hud to call Benayed back m his cell because the restau- 
rant line kept blowing up — Benayed plans to improve 
the eat-in experience. The place could defmitely use more 
decoration, as the Coca-Cola fridge really doesn't quabfy, 
and service, though warm, was somewhat jumpy. 

But based on my meal , it was the cooking in need of the 
most finesse. Theparlsey-and-cilantm -greened falafel, 
for example, possessed an attractive herbal flavor but not 
enough of it to mask the taste of fiyer oil That the exte- 
riois arrived nearly black should have been a clue. Fbul 
mudammastfova beans cr-ushed into a paste with garlic, 
lemon and olive oil) could have used a stronger dose of the 
ras elhanout Bmayed's mom sends via FedEx monthly 
fiom the matherland. and the grilled lamb (drops that 
should’ve been luscious were instead scrawny and tough. 

The rice, served with all eu trees, is doctirred Uncle Ben’s, 
and the trout coirres hum the restaurant wholesaler Jetro. 

Despite its pmveoance,! can't hate onthe Jetmut. It 
was the knockout ofthe night, a firte specimen measur- 
ing a lull f(Mt from nose to fin and served whole. Given 
'Tunisia's location on the Mediterranean, seafood is a sta- 
ple of the country’s diet, and AlZaytouna treats its daily 
fish in the traditional manner, marinating it in lemon 
juice, extra-virgin olive oil and a sprinkle ofeu min for “no 
less than three hours'' — Benayed is adamant about that. 

A1 Zaytouna should capitalize on unexpected dishes 
like this one. Crispy-skumed aflar a pan-sear and packed 
with sweet, flaky white flesh, the trout didn’tseem like 
standard kebab-shop fare. (They’ve gotsome satisfying 
kebab.too.the bestofwhich are the steak and chicken.) 
Speared with a few leaves of salad slicked in punrfiy 
lemon vinaigrette, the flsh tasted eleciric. 

I want more Tunisian secrete and specialties like 
this. Sure, all the settlements along the shores of the 
Mediterranean share some cuhruiry overlap, but high- 
lighting and celebrating the distiiKtions of Benayed and 
Abel’s cradle would seed AlZaytouna in its own confer- 
ence. Those recipes are on the way, Benayed promises, 
but for now. you 11 only get to try their housemade red 
couscous with braised lamb shank (as one big birthday 
booking did recently) with a large party and plenty of 
advanced notice. 

Looks like I know where Til be celebrating next year.
